Mexican pop princess Paulina Rubio angles for the Anglo market. 


It’s only fitting that pop’s newest diva was inspired by rock’s 
greatest queen. “I loved Freddie Mercury,” says Latin fireball Paulina 
Rubio. “My father took me to a Queen concert when | was a little girl 
and | fell in love with Freddie. He was everything to me.” 

Twenty years later, the fair-haired Mexico City native has a king- 
dom of her own, complete with worshipful subjects, a treasure chest 
of gold and platinum records, and a royal title: “La Chica Dorada” (the 
Golden Girl). However, to make her empire complete, the 31-year-old 
south-of-the-border sensation will have to wrest the crossover pop 
throne from fellow Latina guapita Shakira. 

She’s making a run for it with Border Girl, her bounce-filled Eng- 
lish-language debut. In addition to a track written by former ’80s pop 
icon Richard Marx and a spicy cover of KISS’ 1979 disco hit, “I Was 
Made For Lovin’ You,” the album draws on influences ranging from 
mariachi to Madonna. Factor in the wild blonde locks and the sex-kit- 
ten-from-planet-Nympho image, and the Shakira comparisons— much 
like a salsa-flavored take on Christina vs. Britney—are inevitable. 

Not surprisingly, Rubio doesn’t see it. “We’re good friends,” she 
says. “But | started before [Shakira] did. Also, we're totally different— 
she’s more rock, and I’m pop. Last but not least, she’s from Colombia 
and I’m from Mexico, and there’s a difference.” 

It was only a matter of time before Rubio began plotting a U.S. 
breakthrough. Born to one of Mexico’s most popular film stars, Susana 
Dosamantes, she began her show-biz journey at 11, as a member of 
the popular teenybopper group Timbiriche. She moonlighted as an 
actress, landing starring roles in Mexican soap operas and movies. In 
1992, after 10 years with Timbiriche, Rubio went solo with La Chica 
Dorada, a platinum-selling disc that spawned three number-one sin- 
gles. Since then there have been four more studio albums, including 
Paulina, which sold more than three million copies, garnered a trio of 
Latin Grammy nominations, and earned the 2001 Billboard award for 
Latin Album of the Year. 

Impressive stats, but can Rubio’s success translate to America? 
The Mexican superstar is content to leave her fate to karma. “Making 
music is like being in love,” she says. “You give kisses knowing that 
you’re going to get kisses back.” — Michael Moses

LEINENKUGEL’S AMBER LIGHT BEER 


Often an oxymoron on par with “jumbo 
shrimp,” “act naturally,” and “Celine Dion’s 
good album,” calling something a “light 
beer” usually means it tastes like a 
watered-down version of a brew that was 
pretty bland to begin. Occasionally, though, 
a light beer comes along that’s more beer 
than light. One such brew is Leinenkugel’s 
Amber Light. Hearty and flavorful as an 
import, Leinenkugel brewed in Chippewa 
Falls, Wisconsin, may not be as rich as a 
stout, but it still has a pronounced, slightly 
walnutty flavor. 

Leinenkugel’s smooth texture makes it 
go down easy, So it’s refreshing on a hot 
summer day. Or a cold winter day. Ora 
pleasant spring afternoon. Which makes it a 
good beer to have when you're sitting on 
the couch, watching the game, sitting by 
the pool, watching your kids swim, or sit- 
ting in the backyard, watching your neigh- 
bor drink some crappy light beer because 
he thinks it'll help him lose weight. Which 
it won’t. And since Leinenkugel is still a 
light brew—it has fewer calories (110) and 
carbs (7 grams) than a lot of other beers 
with less taste—it won’t make you as fat as 
your other neighbor, who drinks regular 
beer. In fact, Leinenkugel won’t even make 
you feel as fat as him, since it’s less filling.

1. Take a half a pound of spinach and sauté it along with a handful 
of mushrooms, some garlic and olive oil. When it’s all nice and slip- 
pery, turn off the pan and let it cool on the stove. 

2. Next, poach four eggs. If you haven't learned how to poach an egg 
by now, you’re just not a very interesting guy to begin with, and 
should flip directly to the girlie shots and get on with the wanky busi- 
ness at hand.

5. Now for the Hollandaise sauce—and this is the tricky part. Melt a 
half a stick of butter in a small pan, stirring gently the whole time. 
When the butter’s all melted, and before it starts to bubble and burn, 
stir in three teaspoons of lemon juice, and then finish by whisking two 
egg volks into the mix. Remember: always be careful not to let the sauce 
sit still, because it'll start to curdle. 


When the sauce is ready, it should be a nice baby-duck yellow and 
creamy. Lay out the four English muffin halves, putting a nice pile of crab- 
meat on each one. Then set a poached egg on top of each half. Top with the 
sautéed spinach and mushrooms, then finish with an artfully poured top- 
ping of Hollandaise. Garnish as you desire; | like a little red paprika to 
round out the dish visually. 

It’s a swank guy spin on a morning classic that'll show Miss Last Night that 
there’s a whole lot of magic still to be tapped behind the magnificent swords- 
manship already demonstrated inside the pleasure dome.

ed, Manhattan’s new Museum of Sex 
will be checking IDs at the door. 

The two-story, 15,000-square-foot 
museum opens Sept. 23 with the exhibi- 
tion, “NYC Sex: How New York City Trans- 
formed Sex in America,” designated for 
adults 18 and up. But if the whole idea of a 
sex museum conjures carnal dreams of 
Jenna Jameson’s dildo collection 
enshrined behind glass, think again. The 
museum is strictly highbrow, staffed by 
museum professionals and a board of 
Ph.D.s, all sex scholars with highly praised 
tomes under their belts, on topics ranging 
from contraception to prostitution. 

Even so, Executive Director Daniel 
Gluck says he expects his museum at first 
might be confused with the “jokey dime- 
store museums in Europe.” “I’ve gotten 
questions like, ‘Are you gay? Do you have 
an agenda? Do you have a fetish?’ People 
don’t understand that someone can be 
interested in as compelling and huge an 
idea as sexuality,” he says. 

The inaugural exhibition looks back 
through the city’s 175-year history, start- 
ing with Anthony Comstock, a city clerk- 
slash-smut cop who snuffed out flesh 
crimes with a vengeance. It ends with for- 
mer mayor Rudy Giuliani and his crusade 
to turn Times Square from peep-show row 
into Zion King clean. Along the way the 
exhibition examines the history of birth 
control, homosexuality, censorship, pros- 
titution, AIDS and pornography through 
erotic poetry, bawdy engravings, stag 
films, advertisements and porn. A com- 
panion book collects oral histories, photo- 
graphs and interviews from figures 
ranging from early-century bombshell 
Mae West to art provocateur Annie Sprin- 
kle, to a 300-pound cross-dressing lesbian 
blues belter named Gladys Bentley, to our 
own skirt-chaser extraordinaire, Gene 
Simmons. 

“It’s a completely untried idea,” says

Executive Curator Grady Turner, who also 
helmed shows at the New York Historical 
Society. “People don’t think of sex having 
a history or a past. They pretty much think 
they invented it themselves.” 

And, yes, the museum is prepared for 
religious outrage, moral crusaders and 
panicked rioting in the streets. That’s why 
it’s for profit and privately funded, with no 
money accepted from the adult-entertain- 
ment industry whatsoever.

~~ or those of you to whom the number goo is noth- 

rz ing more than the first three digits of your 

© _ favorite telephone psychic, oddsmaker or phone- 
sex line, a little terminology: In skateboarding, a 900 is 
a maneuver in which a rider completes two-and-a-half 
midair rotations, and is one of the most difficult stunts 
ever performed. In fact, as of this writing, only one per- 
son has ever actually done one: Tony Hawk. For this 
achievement alone, Hawk would be worthy of media 
attention—and when he nailed the 900, at the 1999 X- 
Games in San Francisco, he got tons of it. 

But the 34-year-old Hawk, the most celebrated 
skateboarder in history, is much more than just a guy 
who pulled off an insane aerial move. He is, to put it in 
context, the Michael Jordan of skateboarding—and not 
the beleaguered, twilight-of-his-career, Washington Wiz- 
ards-era Jordan, but Jordan at his gravity-defying, cham- 
pionship-winning, “I like Mike” peak with the Chicago 
Bulls. Which is to say that Hawk is not only far and away 
the most gifted and influential athlete in his field, he is 
also the most beloved by both—and this is important— 
the general public and Madison Avenue. Thus, he is 
adored by millions of kids, who imitate his style, attend 
his exhibitions, and plunk down hard-earned paper- 
route money for any product embossed with his name; 
respected by all serious skaters, even those who grum- 
ble that his merchandising is tainting the purity of skat- 
ing; and worshiped by marketing executives, who have 
helped turn him into a walking billboard, with Hawk- 
branded products, endorsements and a financial portfo- 
lio nearly as awe-inspiring as his 900. 

What Tony Hawk, who turned pro at age 14, has 
accomplished via, and for, skateboarding, is difficult to 
overemphasize. Just as Tiger Woods took golf, consid- 
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ered by many to be a dull, elitist game for rich, white 
guys, brought it to the masses, and made it cool (and 
himself rich) in the process, the San Diego-bred Hawk 
has taken skateboarding, which had always been a 
fringe, slightly disreputable sport (if it could even be 
called a “sport”), helped to tame its renegade image 
courtesy of his own squeaky-clean persona, and trans- 
formed it into a viable (read: big-money-generating) 
athletic pursuit worthy of serious consideration by the 
mainstream media. Even his name seems too good to 
be true, with its attendant avian metaphors of “soar- 
ing” and “taking flight” as applicable to his burgeoning 
business empire (which includes boards, shoes, 
clothes and the wildly successful Activision video 
game, Tony Hawk’s ProSkater, and according to Sports 
Illustrated, generates an estimated $250 million in 
sales annually), as it is to his prowess on a board. 

Gene Simmons makes no claims to be a skate- 
boarding aficionado, but he is endlessly fascinated 
with power and success, hence his interest in Tony 
Hawk as a subject for Gene Simmons Tongue. Hawk, a 
longtime KISS fan who confesses to having had the 
band’s Double Platinum collection on replay in his 
stereo system when he was a kid, actually met Sim- 
mons once before, years ago, at the American Music 
Awards, when Hawk’s sister was a back-up singer. So it 
was something of a mutual-admiration society when 
the two sat down to talk. 

Unlike so many celebrities, who cannot show up for 
an interview without an entourage, or at very least a 
hyperventilating publicist, Hawk, true to his family-man 
rep, arrived at Simmons’ Beverly Hills estate in his own 
car, with his lovely wife, Erin, and two of his three sons— 
11-month-old Keegan and 3-year-old Spencer—in tow (9- 


Ge 


year-old Riley was elsewhere). As Erin and the kids romped the premises, 
Gene and Tony mugged for the cameras, then settled in for a conversation 
in which skateboarding often took a back seat to such topics as women, 
drugs and money. But Hawk did manage to tout his latest endeavor, this 
fall’s action-sports and alternative-music tour known as the Boom Boom 
Huck Jam, about which Gene—surprise!—was especially interested in the 
bevy of gorgeous Spandex-clad mascots known as “fembotts.” 


GENE: The thing that interests me, and | think the reason there are Tony 
Hawk fans, is less about the “look at me defying gravity,” and all that 
stuff. | really believe in the notion that stars are more than what they 
do. For instance, we’re sitting here talking, and | don’t see a skateboard 
anywhere near us. But that’s the sign of a star. In the rock ’n’ roll world, 
I’m interested in the guys who are more interesting than the guitars 
they play. There’s something about you, your personality, that makes 
you popular. I’m interested in the little kid growing up in San Diego. 
What was little Tony thinking about when he was first starting out? 
TONY: | think | was pretty hard to deal with. | was just determined. | had 
to have it my way, no matter what—at any cost. So growing up, | sort of 
refocused all that determination and aggression toward skating 
instead of at my parents. 

GENE: Was there one pivotal point where you all of a sudden said, 
“That’s it. No matter what anybody says, this is what I’m going to do”? 
TONY: Yeah. One day, when | was 10 or 11, | was at the skate park skating, 
and my dad picked me up for basketball practice, and | didn’t want to leave 
the skate park. He drove me to practice and | realized when | got there that | 
still had my pads on from skating. | hadn’t even bothered to take them off. 
And | had to tell him, “I don’t want to do this anymore. | don’t want to play 
basketball, | don’t want to play baseball, | just want to skate.” 

GENE: What is it that makes a little kid say, “You know what, other kids 
aren’t playing this, but this is what | want to play”? Because that’s pret- 
ty bold stuff. 

TONY: | think it’s just because with skating, | didn’t have to worry about 
coaches telling me what to do. | didn’t have to worry about the whole 
team’s performance for my own success. | could do it at my own pace, I 
could develop my own style. It was my creative outlet, and | could just 
focus my energies on it. 

GENE: You’re what people call an icon in your field, but it’s grown bigger 
than that, because now you’re launching the Boom Boom Huck Jam 


tour this fall. Tell me about that. 

TONY: Basically, | realized that when we’re doing exhibitions and 
things, it’s kind of grown bigger than just the kind of stuff that can fit 
into a skate park. They don’t have the capacity for the amount of people 
that are interested in seeing what we do on a professional level, and 
there wasn’t a tour that focused on what we do. There are music tours 
where maybe they have a ramp or a skating set-up off to the side: “Oh, 
yeah, if you want to see the skating, it’s out in the parking lot.” But 
there’s no organization for it, and it’s not the big names. And | thought 
we could do something where the skating was the focus. The music will 


be there—it’s still a necessary element, and it’s still highlighted —but 
for the most part, people are coming to the show to watch what we’re 
doing. So we designed this ramp that sets up in an arena floor. It’s got 
Motocross, BMX and skateboarding, and we doa show. 

GENE: Right in the middle of the concert? 

TONY: In the middle of the arena floor, yeah. The whole floor is filled 
with our ramp structure, and the stage is actually worked into the ramp 
set-up. The first Boom Boom Huck Jam show we did was in Las Vegas, 
with Offspring and Social Distortion. But | don’t think we’re going to get 
them to tour. I’m probably going to cut it to one band, because this 
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show is pretty long. 

GENE: You’ve already been hit up for endorsements, is there anything 
else you want to do? Let’s say somebody says, “No more skateboard- 
ing. We want to stick you in against The Rock, or have you do movies.” 
Any other aspirations? 

TONY: Not really. | never really felt like | wanted to take a step beyond 
skateboarding just for celebrity’s sake. | feel like whenever I’m doing 
something, | want the skating to be the focus of it. Maybe there’s a[movie] 
cameo here or there, but I’m usually skating in the process. | just want to 
represent skating in the right light. I’ve always loved movies, so I’d love to 
work on a movie. Not some exploitation thing, but where you really see 
why people are into skating, and what it’s all about. 

GENE: Is it true that there’s a Tony Hawk life story being developed? 
TONY: Disney has got the rights to my book, so they may do that. 

GENE: Whois going to play Tony Hawk? You? 

TONY: No, it wouldn’t be me. My book kind of covers my life at a really 
young age, and then mostly my teenage skating years, and | don’t think 
| can pass as a teenager. If | could just pick someone out of the air to 
play me, I’d say Anthony Michael Hall in his geeky years. 

GENE: Is money important to Tony Hawk? 

TONY: It’s never been my motivating factor. If it were, then | would just be 
done with it, because | have made enough money to live comfortably. 
GENE: How much is enough money? 

TONY: | don’t have an exact number. | just know that nowadays | don’t 
have to worry about mortgage payments, and | don’t have to worry 
about buying the most economical car and things like that. And know- 
ing that I’ve got investments to set us up for the future, | guess that’s 
enough, knowing that you’re secure in the foreseeable future. 

GENE: Were drugs ever a part of your life? 

TONY: Not really. When | was growing up, | was thrust into these U.S. tours 
hen | was 16, 17 years old, so it was like all of a sudden we were our own 
ions of rock stars, and there was partying and things like that. 

E: Let’s focus a little bit on that, because people know about the 
k’n’ roll thing. People have preconceived notions of being in a rock 
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to stay away from them. 

TONY: When? 

GENE: All my life. I’ve never been drunk or 
high. But | brought up drugs because in the 
world of rock ’n’ roll, everybody gets high. 
And so I’m just wondering, because skate- 
boarding is such a physically taxing sport, 
whether or not drugs are as pervasive. 
TONY: No. People like to party, obviously. But 
| think that the people who get into it hard- 
core just fall off, they can’t keep up. There’s a 
few guys that smoke a lot of weed and are 
successful. And that’s just their style. 

GENE: So just for the record, because I’ve 
always been clear about my philosophy, 
what’s Tony Hawk’s philosophy about 
drugs or getting high? 

TONY: Well, for me it’s like, if you’re reliant 
on it, then you’re not doing anything suc- 
cessful or creative. Because you're just a 
slave to whatever substance it is. And so, | 
drank a bit and | smoked weed when | was 
younger, and | just found that | couldn’t 
perform. | couldn’t do what | wanted to do, 
and | didn’t feel like | was in control of 
everything | was doing. And so | lived 
through it, and | just decided that skating 
was always the priority. 

GENE: And some of the [performance- 
enhancing] chemicals that are being used 
in other sports? 

TONY: There’s no way that it’s going to 
improve your skating. There’s no shortcuts 
in skating. And you just don’t find skaters 
that are working out. Skating is their exer- 
cise, and it’s their form of preparation, and 


so I’ve just never seen it help anyone. And 
actually, I’ve seen plenty of my friends fall 
off the scene and lose whatever skills they 
have because they just follow the path of 
drugs, and they just got worse and worse. 
GENE: Tell us about the girls on those early 
tours, Tony. 

TONY: It was mostly guys back then, because 
more guys are into skating. There’s a move- 
ment for girls now, and there are many more 
girls than there have been. But when we 
were younger, | mean, there were girls, but it 
wasn’t this crazy groupie scenario. 

GENE: So what you’re trying to tell us is 
that there were no girls. 

TONY: Well, there were, but it wasn’t crazy. 
There wasn’t an abundance. They were 
there, and hopefully they were available. 
They were around our age, teenagers. 
GENE: So, tell us about the girls, Tony. 
TONY: Gosh, am | supposed to get gory? 
GENE: No, you don’t have to. In this maga- 
zine, women have their clothes on, but peo- 
ple want to know about the guy who is off 
the skateboard. 

TONY: Let me see...one tale of debauchery... 
GENE: If you must. 

TONY: Okay. | was at this demo, and this 
girl said, “| want to meet you later.” | said, 
“Sweet.” | told her where | was staying, 
and then she called me and said, “I don’t 
know if | can get out from my parents, but 
I’ll try, because they think I’m going to 
bed.” And | was like, “Okay.” | didn’t really 
think much of it. | thought she was stuck, 
so | went walking. It was sort of a beach 


town. | went walking on the strand, and | 
saw her coming the other way in her paja- 
mas on the street at night. And she was 
like, “I made it out.” 

GENE: So she’s on the street in her pajamas. 
TONY: In her pajamas, yeah. So | took her 
back to the room, and made sure that she... 
GENE: And you were a goodwill ambassador 
between the cities. You tried to improve the 
relationships between her city and yours. 
TONY: Yeah, exactly. 

GENE: Don’t you think it’s bizarre that a girl 
doesn’t mind walking down the street in her 
pajamas, and coming to you to see you in 
your hotel, just because you’re Tony Hawk? 
Here’s the question: Would she do the same 
thing if you weren't a champion skater? 
TONY: No way. 

GENE: That’s what I’m curious about. What 
is it that makes women say, “You know 
what, to hell with the rules of society—I 
want some of that”? 

TONY: | think there’s just this draw to 
celebrity. It’s hard to define, but | think it’s 
just that if you’re well known, then it’s like 
there’s this challenge: “I want to get to 
know whoever that is.” 

GENE: And what does she get out of it 
besides, of course, pleasure? 

TONY: | guess just bragging rights, because | 
did hear about it the next time | went to that 
city, like, “Oh, you went out with so-and-so.” 
GENE: Was there a pivotal year when all of 
a sudden skating became bigger? 

TONY: | think it was around ’95 or’96, when 
we finally got some fair TV coverage. When 


it that soccer hasn’t pervaded the con-

TONY: | think people like the daredevil 
aspect, but they used to be cautious of it. 
They were like, “Oh, these guys are just 
crazy,” and they just sort of wrote us off: 
“These guys don’t care about what they do 
with their bodies, and they’re wacky.” And 
then, after we got some coverage, people 
realized, “Hey, they're really serious about 


‘what they’re doing, the stuff they're doing is 


calculated. It’s progressive, but they know 
the risks they’re taking. They're not just these 
wacky kids that we thought they were.” 
That’s when the perception changed. 

GENE: So now you’re Tony Hawk the skater, 
but you’re also Tony Hawk the corporation, 
and you're in the branding world. You must 
want to make sure that anything that’s got 
your name on it is something that you 
approve and you like. 

TONY: Yeah, absolutely. And that’s a really 
hard process sometimes, because you’re 
dealing with companies that don’t know 
skating, don’t necessarily know what you 
do, but just know they want to use your 
image. And so they’ll send some mock-up 
of a picture or an advertisement or a box of 


TONY: Well, | have a line @f skating shoes 
called Hawk Shoes. The¥e’s also Hawk 
Clothing, a company that my,two sisters, 
my brother and | started. It’§kids’ skate 
clothing. We all have kids, and We.couldn’t 
find clothing that we thought wag,really 
cool for them, so we started our own brand. 
Then it got a little too big for what we could 
handle, and Quiksilver came and bought it, 
so now it’s all through Quiksilver. 

GENE: Is the Boom Boom Huck Jam “Tony 
Hawk’s Boom Boom Huck Jam”? 

TONY: Yeah, but the idea in creating it is not 
that | have to do it every time. | would like it 
to live beyond my career as an athlete in 
the public eye. 

GENE: Physically, you’re able to do this 
right now. But eventually, your body is 
going to say, “That’s it.” At that point, 
what’s Tony Hawk going to do? 

TONY: | think I’llwork more behind the scenes 
with the things I’ve started to develop. 

GENE: So you really want to stay with skat- 
ing for the rest of your life? 

TONY: Yeah, as much as | can. I’d like to help 
the teams that we have on our specific com- 
panies to get the same opportunities that 
l’'ve had. And when I’m not skating, I’ll have 
more time to focus on that. But also, just 


spending more time with my family, because 
I’m on the road so much. It gets really hard 
when you're gone half the year, or whatever it 
is. !take them with me as much as| can, butit 
gets to a point where it’s just too much. 
GENE: One last question. Does Tony Hawk 
have to personally approve every single 
Femmbot on the Boom Boom Huck Jam tour? 
TONY: Well, actually | don’t have to person- 
ally approve every Fembott, but | get to see 
pictures usually. 

GENE: | hate it when that happens. 

TONY: Yeah, | know. But I’ve got a friend 
who’s very trustworthy in that area. 
GENE: Oh, he’s the Fembott inspector. 
TONY: Fembott caster, | guess. 

GENE: Caster? 

TONY: Yeah. 

GENE: No casting couch, though. 
TONY: No couch, no. 

GENE: It’s a different world. * 
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OVER THE COURSE OF NEARLY 30 YEARS, GENE SIMMONS AND 
ORIGINAL KISS DRUMMER PETER CRISS—WHO WAS VOTED OUT OF THE BAND IN 
1980, BUT REJOINED THE FOUNDING LINEUP FOR THE 1996 REUNION TOUR— 
HAVE BEEN FRIENDS, ENEMIES, AND EVERYTHING IN BETWEEN. NOW, OLDER 
AND ALOT WISER, THE CAT SAT DOWN WITH THE DEMON TO DISCUSS THE FRISKY 
FELINE’S BUDDING ACTING CAREER, THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY HE’S WRITING, HIS 
MEMORIES OF THE BAND’S EARLY DAYS AND WHAT HE REALLY THINKS OF 
GENE, PAULAND ACE AFTER ALLTHESE YEARS. 


GENE: Remember how we met? 
PETER: It was in New York, around 1973. | put an ad outin 
Rolling Stone: “Willing to do anything to make it.” | was 
like 25, and | thought | was washed up. | did a great album 
with a band called Chelsea, and we thought we were going 
to make it, but it didn’t go anywhere. So | was freaking out, 
and | said, “There goes my big chance out the window.” | 
was desperate, and | sat with myself and said, “How far are 
you willing to go to make it? What would you really do? 
Would you really wear a dress? Would you go in drag?” | 
had no problem with any of those thoughts, and then | said, 
“I’m so desperate, I’ve got to put an ad.” 

GENE: Where were you when | called? 

PETER: | was at a party at my place in Brooklyn, back when 
| was married to my first wife, Lydia. Everybody was drink- 
ing wine, dancing. The phone rang, and it was you, and you 
were so serious. But you sounded very sincere, and all the 
phone calls | got from the ad weren't like that, and | hada 
feeling in my gut. You just went to it, like | was going to join 
the army. “Are you thin?” And to the people at the party, | 
yelled, “Hey, am I skinny?” So you would obviously hear 
this in the background. You must have figured you called a 
maniac or something. And then you asked, “Do you have 
long hair? You’ve got to have long hair.” | said, “I have long 
hair.” And every time you asked me a question, | would ask 
the people at the party, so you could hear this roar of like, 
“Am | really good?” “Yeah, he’s great!” | thought, This guy 
has got to be freaking out. But | had a good feeling about it, 
because | felt in your voice that you wanted it as bad as | 
really wanted it. 

GENE: The thing that struck us about your ad was the lan- 
guage. Not “drummer, 11 years experience,” but “willing to 
do anything to make it.” That was the line. 

PETER: You wanted what | wanted. We had both played the 
clubs forever, and had enough of that shit. 

GENE: Were you working at the time? 


PETER: Lydia was great. She worked a 9-to-5 job from the 
day we got married, because | told her, “I’llnever work a 
job. I’m going to do this till | die. I'm a drummer. | want to be 
arock star. That’s all | want to be. Don’t get on my case 
because there’s not enough money coming in. We're either 
going to get married under these circumstances, or we 
can’t get married, because I’ve got to be whol am.” She 
had no problem with that. We got married, she paid for all 
of itand she worked for a good six years before | made it, 
and supported me in everything | did. She had full faith that 
| was going to be a star. You’ve got to have a woman like 
that next to you. 

GENE: Or two. People think of rock tours as jets and hotel 
suites. What was it like touring in the early days with KISS? 
PETER: Our first vehicle was a milk truck. Paul drove it 
standing up, because it had no seat. The drivers used to 
stand in those old trucks. That’s how we got to the shows. 
We would load up this truck— actually, three of us would 
load up the truck. Ace was lazy. He would never do any- 
thing. He would always have something wrong with him— 
acold, a hurt finger, the dog ate my face. But all that is what 
made it work. And maybe it took that guy to be that way 
and this guy to be that way, because you all can’t be the 
same. There has to be a mixture, like Italian food. You've 
got to make the sauce. You’ve got to let it cook. And the 
next day it always tastes better. 

GENE: What about the girls on the road? 

PETER: You were always the animal. You would have girls, 
girls, girls. 

GENE: That’s not what | mean. 

PETER: Did | have girls? Sure. Ace and | had twin sisters 
once. They were identical, and they played a trick on us 
when we came to town. | got his, and he got mine. | knew 
there was something different in bed, because it just was- 
n’t the same. And finally they told us, “I’m really Amy, and 
this is really Jane.” That’s how the road was, you just did 
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and my growing up in poverty and working my 
way out of it. 
GENE: What else is on the horizon for you? 
PETER: Acting. I’ve really got the bug. | met 
Noel Behn, a brilliant New York writer who 
wrote the book The Brinks Job and also wrote 
for the TV series Homicide. My wife Gigi 
became really good friends with him, and he 
wanted her near his bedside when he passed 
ona few years ago of cancer. Through Noel, 
my wife met Tom Fontana, who does Oz on 
HBO, and has done a million other things. So 
after Noel passed on, we had dinner with Tom, 
and | said, “I want to act..| want to be on your 
show.” And he said, “Go to school, and I'll put 
you on,” | would do anything in the world for 
Tom Fontana, because he kept his word. | 
went to school, and he cast me as. a guy who 
just beat two people to death with a baseball 
bat in the two opening episodes of Oz last sea- 
son. And | haven’t stopped going to school. It’s 
the most wonderful therapy I’ve ever had in 
my whole life 

| also just opened up my own company, 
called Catapult, It’s going to be the Cat Man's 
label. | want to release my records, and maybe 
some other people's records, and | want to pro- 
duce a few things if | can. I’m still working on it. 
And | just wrote four new songs, and | gotsome 
new jazz arrangements. I'd like to get some 
music happening by next fall. I'd like to get parts 
in acouple of movies, too. 
GENE: Okay, unedited, | want you to go right 
down through the band. Start with Paul, then go 
to Ace, then to Gene and end with Peter. Who 
are the guys without makeup? All ofit—the 
good, the bad, the ugly. 
PETER: Well, Paul likes to buy things. | don’t 
think he knows why, but he’s got to shop. | never 
met aman like that, because | hate shopping. I'll 
go inand buy what! want, and I’m out of the 
store. But he can stay there for hours, just like 
women like to stay there for hours and look at 
stuff. 
GENE: Any nicknames for Paul? 
PETER; Lydia nicknamed him Phyllis, and | don’t 
know why. Our old road manager, Frankie Scin- 
laro, once called him Box Man, because he was 
built like one when we first met. Paul was a very 
built type of guy. | actually think we had to geta 
corset or something to tighten him up, because 
we felt he was too heavy forthe stage. But! will 
give him credit, the guy works his ass off on 
stage. He’s dedicated. And what he wants, he 
usually gets. He'll stick with it till he gets it. | 
admire him for that. But at times | still feel 
there’s a wall up with Paul, and he will not bring 
it down. | just wish he would crack it and break 
it, because there’s no reason for it anymore. 
We’ve grown up now. 
GENE: Is the wall with everybody or just 
between you two? 
PETER: Everybody. That wall just surrounds 


him. | think he’d like the damn thing to get out of 
his way. And | think that’s what he’s been fight- 
ing all his life, to get rid of that fucking wall. 
GENE; Did Frankie Scinlaro have any other nick- 
names for Paul? 
PETER: He'll never talk to me again, but Frank 
called him the He-She. 
GENE: Okay, now Ace. 
PETER: | always pitied Ace in a certain way, 
because Ace is an unhappy guy. Ace has no rea- 
son to be unhappy, because he could have the 
world by the balls if he wanted, because he’s 
really smart, But he chooses to live inthe ‘70s. 
He doesn’t know any other world. And | think his 
playing is still the same. As a musician, | haven't 
see any growth in his playing. | also feel he locks 
himself away too much. | think he also fears peo- 
ple, so he gets into, let’s call it the zone, where he 
goes, and he feels safe there. It will wind up 
killing him, but he feels safe in the zone. And he 
seems to choose women that drag him even 
lower than he wants to be dragged, and | feel 
bad for him when I see that. | think he just does- 
n't want to be alone. | think he needs that girl to 
run his errands because he’s got to be one of the 
laziest asses I’ve ever known in my life. He wants 
you to do itall for him. He’s late for rehearsals. He 
doesn't show up. Won't come to sound checks. 
It hurts, because if you're with somebody 
for so long, as muchas you hate him at times, 
and you want to take a gun and shoot him, 
there’s the other side—we've been together for 
three decades, man. That's a long time. | have 
drumsticks older than my wife. But Ace is also 
one of the most giving guys | know. He would 
give you the shirt off his back if you wanted it. 
And he’s one of the funniest guys to go out with. 
He’s great at jokes, and he has a wonderful 
sense of humor when he’s using it. And his 
laugh makes me laugh. 
GENE: Tell us some nicknames for Ace. 
PETER: Well, Scraps, because he ate whatever 
was left over on everybody's plate. We also 
called him High Octane. And Baby Elvis, 
because gota little heavy at one point. |! am 
going to get killed for this interview. Look, 
there’s good and bad in all of us. But like | said, | 
don't live in the past. Ace today, wherever he is, | 
wish him the best. I'd like to see him live along 
life. | think he walks the rope too close. Too 
much walking the rope is dangerous. Got to get 
on solid ground. 
GENE: Okay, my turn. 
PETER: You're a workaholic, And youre really a 
pain in the ass at times. You're such a control 
freak, | want to choke you to death at times. Ifit 
ain't your way, it’s nobody's way. You don’t stop 
with anything in your way. | respect you for that, 
but at times you knock people out of your way 
that shouldn't get knocked out of the way. At 
times | hear you say one thing, and then you say 
another thing. | don’t know where you're going. | 
go, “Oh, that was nice.” Then | read something 


else and | go, “That's not nice.” Sol sometimes 
don’t know if you're dealing from the bottom of 
the deck. 

GENE; Have | changed? 

PETER: Yeah. | worry about you. | think you're 
going crazy. | think sometimes that kerosene 
that you've been spitting out has really gotten to 
your brain. | think it’s worked its way up there, 
and caused problems. | say this because my 
own psychologist saw you on TV and thinks he 
should see you in his office now. 

GENE: How much does he charge? 

PETER: He's cheap, 75 bucks. 

GENE: Do you think | can work him down? 
PETER: | mean it, you're a sex fanatic, you 
always have been. You can’t get enough ofit. 
You're addicted to it. | guess that’s okay. But 
there's that way about you. There’s a nasty way 
about you when you walk ina room. You expect 
everybody to stop what they’re doing and drop, 
because the master just entered. You were 
always pompous, and wanted to get over on 
somebody and intimidate them with your 
height. And if they have some sort of disability, 
you go right to it. You will look at a person, and 
you will listen to them, and the minute they 
open upa weakness, you gotit. You will go for 
the throat, the minute that person weakens in 
any form. But you like someone to come back at 
you, You like when someone goes right back in 
your face, and I’m the guy who always likes to 
go backin your face. We've had that, and that’s 
one thing | always admired, when we get down 
to it, there’s no bullshit. Today, | see people for 
who they are and what they do. And | respect 
them for good or bad, because that’s what 
they’re doing, and they're doing it because they 
believe in it. | believe in good and evil. | don’t 
think you're evil. think people think you are. 
But I've been with you too long. 

GENE:| am [evil]. 

PETER: Well, you're going on the chute, anyway. 
GENE: Tell the readers what that means. 

PETER: The chute is to hell. You're going straight 
to hell when you die. It’s not even a staircase, it’s 
just straight down, no stops. You'll get down 
there, and then you'll want to take Diablo’s place. 
You'll want to rule hell, because you're that type 
of guy. | don’t think you can even help yourself. 
You just love to control things. Butyou’re nota 
violent man. I'll always give you that. You have 
never been violent, like with fists and guns and 
craziness. But mentally, different ways. Mentally, 
you could hurt someone as bad as | could hit 
someone in the face, with all my might. 

You make enemies, and it’s not good to 
make enemies. It’s good to tell someone to their 
face how you feel about them, but there’s a way 
of saying it. There's constructive criticism, and 
there’s destructive stuff, and | think at times 
you're destructive. You hurt the thing you love 
the most. And that’s what kills me about you, 
that you destroy what you love the most. 
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The “family” thing always bothered me. 
We're nota family. I’m a founding member of the 
band, just like you and Paul and Ace. We started 
outas kids, we took it to the top of the limit. You 
couldn’t take it any higher. We were superstars. 
But my family is my wife and my mother, rest her 
soul. You’re a man | make money with. You're my 
friend. You’re my enemy. You're many things to 
me, and you've been a big part of my life for 30 
years. That’s not easy to shake off your back. So 
| go home and | look at my lovely home, and | 
look at my car, and my records, my health. And | 
think, Thanks, man. ! wouldn’t be where | am 
today ifit wasn’t for KISS. I’m proud to say that. 
As screwed up as we are, We were four guys that 
struggled, and really went through fucking hell 
to get to the top of the world. | understand you 
call it family, | understand Paul did, but it’s not 
family to me. To me, it was three guys that made 
me very rich and famous today, and very happy 
today, and really proud to be on this planet. 
That’s what | feel that you've given me through 
your lunacy, But it’s you and Paul running the 
band. Meand Ace aren't running the band, You 
guys were up in front, we were kind of always in 
the back. There was always that tug of war: 
Gene and Paul against Ace and Peter. That 
always bothered me. | used to feel, Jesus, | did 
write “Beth,” which was a hit record. It did 
launch us into a better place than we were. That 
album [Destroyer] was going nowhere. And at 
times | would say, “Thanks, Gene, thanks, Paul.” 
But | seldom hear it from you guys. As much as 
you may call me an asshole and say I’m a moan- 
er, and | complain, and I'm never happy, there 
were reasons for that. | won’t list them here, 
because I'll explain in my book. 

GENE: Any nicknames for me? 

PETER: Well, you've become a Baby Ace— 
you’ve put weight on here and there. And we 
used to call you Professor Dope because you 
love hearing your voice. | used to call you Papa, 
because you always were the daddy of the 
band. I’m three or four years older than you, but 
for some reason you were always the father of 
the group. We were always like the kids, and 
that’s why we liked messing with you, because 
it was like messing with your dad. 

GENE: Can you mess with Paul? 

PETER: No. Paul is a great guy, but don’t tease 
him, because he’ll cut your throat and you won't 
even know you're cut until he walks away and 
you feel the blood coming down. He can’t help 
himself. But you can take it, and Ace could take 
it, Although you take it better than Ace. 

GENE; Okay, tell us about Peter. Are you the 
same as you always were? 

PETER: When! met you, | was a real Brooklyn 
street guy, coming out of gangs and a lot of vio- 
lence. | liked it for some reason, because | used 
to get off on the adrenaline—being in the gang, 
and fighting, and the whole thing of being part 
of something. Being a member of something 


always meant something to me, That’s how | 
felt about the band. Only being a member ofa 
band is a lot safer than being a member of the 
gang. | was a tough Italian kid that grew upina 
really tough neighborhood where you had to 
protect yourself every day of his life, or get the 
shit kicked out of you. So there was a major vio- 
lent streak that evolved, so that when I met you, 
it was like, “You look at me the wrong way, I’m 
going to hit you.” | was crazy. | carried a gun. | 
was a wild man in my day, because | felt vulner- 
able. | always felt someone was going to get 
me, because | grew up always looking over my 
back. | kept that violence with me in the band; it 
didn't go away. 

GENE: What about the story you told me about 
when you were ina religious school. 

PETER: I’m a Roman Catholic, and I’m proud of 
it, but my schooling was a lot different than 
yours, because it was very cruel in those days. If 
you had to go to the bathroom, and the Sister 
wasn'tina great mood, you didn’t get to go. So 
you would say, “Sister, | really have to go.” And 
she might say, “Well, you can go when the bell 
rings.” So | would pee in my pants in school, 
and then get laughed at and ridiculed. There 
was atime! even shit in my pants in the class, 
because | had to go and she wouldn't let me go, 
And | think that shit sticks with you. Ridicule 
locked me ina dark closet, closed the door. If | 
didn’t read something correctly, or do some- 
thing right, | would be threatened, be thrown in 
a closet where you keep the coats, and be 
locked in there for the rest of the morning, two 
hours maybe. Great for a 10-year-old kid, to sit 
ina dark closet. | used to love to bring my little 
toys to school. They took the toys, and they 
made you sit in a wastepaper basket next to her 
desk, or you had to stick your hands out and 
then they beat your knuckles with a ruler. 
You've got to come out alittle crazy when you 
finish a school like that. So when | met you, all 
this was still in me. | never wanted to talk about 
it with a doctor. | never went to a psychiatrist. 
That didn’t exist in the ’70s. That wasn’t the 
thing: “Let me go see what's wrong with me.” 
Nobody thought that way. | just thought it 
would go away like everything else goes away, 
It got worse. It seemed that the more famous | 
got, the crazier | got, that | felt like | would be 
able to get away with more. “Now I’m rich, 
famous, powerful, arock star, so if] want to 
shoot this whole room up, | can afford that. It’s 
not big deal, If want to take your television and 
throw it out the window I’m going to doit, 
because I’m just in that type of mood.” 

GENE: Did you ever shoot up televisions? 
PETER: Well, yours. Yours was just one of the 
many. | was staying at your house because | 
was seeing another woman behind my first 
wife’s back. | called you, and you said | could 
use it. So! stayed at your place. You were with 
Cher, and you had one of those big Advent pro- 
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jection TV screens. And | used to carry a.38, and 
| was watching this movie, and it had Warren 
Beatty in it. Debra, who | was with, and later 
became my second wife, slurred out, “Oh, | 
slept with him.” And so | said, “Oh, really.” 
Boom, boom, boom! So| shot the television. 
Big holes. You tell that story a lot, but you never 
mention the fact that | replaced it, Okay, | realize 
that’s bad, but at the time | actually felt that 
rock stars could do that: TVs out the window, a 
lot of girls in the tub at once, drinking a lot of 
beers, get stoned, go back to the hotel. When 
you're young, you get up the next day, get right 
back to it. After a while it caught up to me, and it 
will to anybody, that mentality of settling some- 
thing with your hands instead of your brain. | 
think | had to go through a lot. | think | had to 
hit, as we say, bottom, to know what the topis. 
GENE: When did that happen? 

PETER: Probably after my second marriage. 
GENE: And how do you define bottom? 

PETER; | feel that we're all stars in the sky, and | 
define bottom as when my star fell in the sky, 
because | went against everything that was 
given to me. | wasn't grateful for it. | did the 
opposite. | was greedy and evil and mean and 
did everything wrong. That’s how it was, and | 
felt that God took it away, and took my star and 
just snuffed it out, and took all that work | putin 
to get where | wanted to get, and just took it all 
away. That was probably about 1990 or’91. It 
was anightmare. | found myself with no wife, 
no kid. My mother died. My father died. | was 
livingin a little beach house in Venice. | didn’t 
have millions anymore. That was the low point 
to me. | wasn'ta star. 
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GENE: Were you playing in a band? 

PETER: | was playing with my band, Criss. And 
then eventually Ace’s band and my band teamed 
up and went out. It was a nightmare. | wanted to 
shoot myself. | was like, “What are we doingina 
bar again? This is where we started. How did we 
get back here?” But | knew how, | knew why. And 
| asked God if he would give me one more 
chance, just one more chance: “If you just put 
my star back where it was, I’ll never fuck up 
again.” And here | am, and | won’t, because | 
know what it feels like to lose. You’ve got to lose 
to know whatit is to win. 

GENE: Is the Peter Criss sitting here today still 
the same Peter Criss as when we started? 
PETER: Yeah. | feel I’m back on my feet. I’m the 
same as far as wanting what you want—want- 
ing the fame, loving it, loving where | am. And 
working hard, because | worked my ass off to be 
behind those drums for all those years. But I’ve 
changed a lot as far as my outlook with people. 
I’m really alert. | know what’s going on around 
me. | can’t live in a fog. You get to a stage, or an 
age, where it doesn’t look cool anymore to be 
drunk. It doesn’t look good anymore to be 
stoned. It doesn’t look good anymore to wreck 
places. | respect this room. I’m not going to level 
this room. It costs too much. 

GENE: Did the fog come over you and take you 
over, or was it a choice? 

PETER: The fog took over, totally. And | lived it. 
And | believe that’s the way it should be fora 
while. You could convince yourself. You can real- 
ly justify things, if you’re crazy enough, that 
something is right, that it’s okay. So what if just 
threw your TV out? Here’s $3,000—| can do that. 


E DRUMSTICKSITHAT ARE 
OLDERTHAN MY WIFE 


That’s not the way to get a point across. My ways 
of getting the point across in the old days were, 
l’llwreck something. I'll get a motorcycle and hit 
atree, then you'll feel something for me. | don’t 
have to do that anymore to impress you or any- 
body else. 

GENE: What were some nicknames for you? 
PETER: My nicknames? Moaner, the Complain- 
er, Ayatollah Crisscola, the Spoiler. 

GENE: What’s the Spoiler about? 

PETER: You want to go there? Okay. My dick. It’s 
big. The first time | met you, what did | tell you? 
GENE: You said, “Hi, I’m Peter Criss, I’ve gota 
nine-inch dick.” 

PETER: That hasn’t changed, thank God. 

GENE: People think we didn’t see each other 
from the early ’80s until’95. Did we see each 
other? 

PETER: | bumped into you and Paul at A&M Stu- 
dios with my daughter. | was going to pick up 
some tracks | did. It was during that incident 
when there was a guy in L.A. who was imperson- 
ating me. He was running bills up in huge hotels, 
renting limos, renting studio time under my 
name. And | didn’t even knowit. 

He was a bum from the streets in LA., but 
people believed him, and suddenly | got a call 
from Tom Arnold and Roseanne Barr, who 
wanted to help me.

But | think some things are definitely in 
the book, and they’re going to happen, and 
they're supposed to happen. 

GENE: And you have a sense of what’s meant to 
happen, or what’s going to happen? 

PETER: Yeah. | think the band will get back 
together again and play. | think it’s inevitable. | 
don’t believe I’m saying this, because a lot hap- 
pened between us, but | believe it’s destiny for 
this band to take its final bow, because it 
deserves that in the history books of rock and 
roll. There are more copycats in this world over 
us than any other band. | think our fans deserve 
the last bow of the last show of the last KISS 
thing. It has to happen. Ifit doesn’t, it will be a 
shame that the last show was somewhere in 
North Virginia, where | threw my drums off the 
stage and wrecked them, and we all went home, 
and everybody said, “Screw you,” and that was 
the end of it. That was sure a shitty way to end 
something so great, something so big—much 
bigger than us. We forget our fans are in awe, 
and they love seeing the four of us go crazy. The 
fans are crying for it. | believe we'll play again. | 
think we have to, whether we like it or not. | 
think we owe it to them not to let them see us go 
out the way we went out. This band should go 
out ina blaze of glory. *«

Ironically, given her seemingly laissez-faire attitude 
about showing skin, Mero left wrestling shortly after fil- 
ing a $110 million breach-of-contract lawsuit against the 
WWF in which she claimed that, among other things, the 
organization wanted her to participate in ring scenarios 
in which her top would be “accidentally” ripped off by 
another female wrestler, exposing her breasts on cam- 
era. But as Mero told TV Guide, the issue was not taking 
her clothes off, but rather the venue in which she did so: 
“In the middle of a wrestling arena where they're serving 
alcohol and there are screaming fans—including young 
children—in the front row, | don’t feel like that is the 
proper place to be exposed. Posing for Playboy for me 
was a classy and tasteful thing to do.” 

“Classy” and “tasteful” are hardly the first adjec- 


tives that leap to mind when describing the WWF, but 
for all of professional wrestling’s lack of refinement, 
the sport (check that: “sports entertainment”) made 
Mero astar. In just three years, the erstwhile model 
from Jacksonville, Florida, went from the peripheral 
role of valet to her husband, former wrestler Marc 
Mero, to superstardom as Sable, to retirement from 
the ring at the peak of her popularity. 

Today, whether disrobed or dressed, it’s clear that 
even though she no longer wrestles, Mero is stillin prime 
physical condition. The incentive to keep hitting the gym, 
she says, is more than simply to look great. When you 
work out as passionately as she does, “Your sex life 
becomes tremendous,” she says, “because you're in the 
best shape of your life.” Which may explain her spirited 
response when asked to name the weirdest place she’s 
ever had sex: “Let’s see...on the plane...in the car...while | 
was driving! I’m multi-talented,” she laughs, “and very 
coordinated.”

'S HEROES STAR BOB CRANE. FACT 


ia 


ith its ripped-from-the-tabloids combination of celebrity, sex and murder, 

Vy: was perhaps inevitable that the life of actor Bob Crane—star of the hit 
1960’s sitcom Hogan’s Heroes, prolific videographer of his own abundant 

extramarital sexual liaisons and, in 1978, at age 49, recipient of a fatal blow to the head 
and an electrical cord around the neck courtesy of an unidentified assailant wielding a 
blunt object (widely rumored to have been a camera tripod) in an Arizona apartment— 
would eventually be made into a movie. And given the biopic pedigree of its director, Paul 
Schrader (who wrote Raging Bull, directed Patty Hearst and co-wrote Mishima; A Life in 
Four Chapters) and two of its producers, Scott Alexander and Larry Karaszewski (who 
wrote Ed Wood, The People vs. Larry Flynt and Man on the Moon), you would expect the 
long-percolating Crane film, Auto-Focus, set for October release by Sony Pictures Clas-

sics, to be above reproach. But you would be wrong. Indeed, if 
Crane’s widow and youngest child have anything to say about it, 
Auto-Focus could join 1999's The Hurricane and last year’s A Beauti- 
ful Mind as the latest biographical screen saga to be subjected to 
public scrutiny due to accusations of factual inaccuracies. 

The difference is that unlike The Hurricane and A Beautiful 
Mind, which were criticized for glossing over or selectively omit- 
ting various unsavory elements of their protagonists’ lives, the 

rap against Auto-Focus is that unsavory—and, more damningly, 
| untrue—information has actually been added, effectively trans- 
-* forming it into a work of fiction. Specifically, Crane’s widow, Patri- 

cia, and son, Scotty, allege that Auto-Focus perpetuates several 
* widely circulated rumors about Crane, including the suggestion 
that he had penile implants, indulged in S&M and filmed some 
women without their knowledge. 

Patricia, better known by her stage name, Sigrid Valdis, co- 
starred on Hogan’s Heroes as Col. Klink’s secretary, Hilda. Scotty, a 
prolific Seattle-based record producer and syndicated radio person- 
ality, has established the Web site BobCrane.com in an effort to pre- 
sent a balanced tribute to his father (so balanced that it features 
dozens of pornographic photographs and video clips, which may be 
viewed for a fee of $3.95), and is seeking a publisher for a book 
titled The Faces of Bob Crane, which chronicles Crane’s life in pho- 
tographs from his childhood, his acting career, his sexcapades and 
his murder scene. As of this writing, neither has seen Auto-Focus; 
their dispute is based ona shooting script of the film that they read. 

Among the many things that rankles Scotty about Auto-Focus 
is that he and his mother were never consulted about the project. 
When contacted for this story, the publicity company hired to pro- 
mote the film in Los Angeles initially said that Paul Schrader did 
not want to make any comment until Scotty had seen the film. 
Shortly afterward, | was invited to an Auto-Focus screening. When | 
‘mentioned the screening to Scotty during a conversation following 
our first interview, he expressed interest in flying to L.A. to see the 
film. In hopes of gaining access to Schrader, | offered to inquire 
about bringing him as my guest, and called the publicists to inform 
them that | wanted to invite Scotty Crane. By the time | heard 
back—and was told that he was not welcome—Scotty was already 
en route. Later that day, | spoke with a Sony attorney, who asked 
not to be quoted, but reiterated that Scotty would not be allowed 
into the theater. When asked why, he explained that not only were

Scotty and his mother considering a lawsuit, but the film being 
screened was still a work in progress. Furthermore, Sony had been 
instructed that all future dealings regarding Auto-Focus were to go 
exclusively through Patricia’s attorney. 

When | reached Scotty in Los Angeles and told him the news, 
he was disappointed, but not surprised. “Il wonder what’s in that 
movie that they don’t want me to see,” he said. 

As | was driving to the screening, | got a call from Scotty, 
who told me that he was considering showing up anyway, which | 
discouraged because they would almost certainly have security 
there in anticipation of that possibility. Nevertheless, he did 
show up, and by identifying himself as Robert Crane—technically 
true, since his birth name was Robert Scott Crane—was allowed 
in because his half-brother from Crane’s first marriage, Robert 
David Crane (who grew up as Bobby Crane, but today often goes 
by the name Bob Crane, Jr.), was going to be there. Coincidental- 
ly, Scotty found a seat very close to Bobby, whom he had not 
seen since their father’s funeral, and was in the midst of a brief 
conversation with him when the ruse was exposed and Scotty 
and his wife Michelle, who had come with him, were approached 
by asecurity guard and asked to leave. 

Scotty stood and, loudly enough for all of the roughly 30 to 
40 journalists in the room to hear, said, “My name is Robert Scott 
Crane. | am the son of Bob Crane. Sony is kicking me out of a 
screening of a film about my own father. If you want the truth 
about my father, you can reach me through my Web site, 
BobCrane.com.” He then tossed into the air a stack of small black 
stickers embossed with the Web address and one of his father’s 
more memorable quotes: “I don’t smoke, | don’t drink. Two out of 
three ain’t bad.” 

The following morning, a description of the incident appeared 
in Army Archerd’s column in Daily Variety, and in the “Page Six” 
gossip column of the New York Post, which did not seem to perturb 
Schrader, whom | was allowed to speak with that evening. “At this 
level, publicity dirt is good publicity,” he said. “Bob Crane has a 
sleazy reputation, people are interested in him because of that and 
his son only enhances or piques their interested. And he must 
know this. He must know that he’s just feeding into the movie’s 
machine. But my guess is that he can’t help himself. [For us], [t]he 
worst thing he could do right now is just shut up and pull down his 
Web site. Because the more people that happen upon the site, the 


more people are interested in seeing what was 
behind this story.” 

In a subsequent phone call, in which 
Scotty mentioned that Entertainment Tonight 
also wanted to interview him, too, | told him 
that not only would incidents such as the 
screening bolster Sony's characterization of 
him as a volatile troublemaker, but it would 
help to promote public awareness of a movie 
that he is trying to undermine. He explained 
that seeing his half-brother after so many 
years, and being asked to leave while his 
brother was allowed to stay, made it impossi- 
ble to suppress his emotions. When he got to 
his car, he actually broke down in tears. 

As for tangentially publicizing Auto- 
Focus, he said, “| only have a short window of 
time to get my side of the story out. Once the 
movie has been released, and it’s on video- 
store shelves, no one will care about this any 
more, but right now the media are listening, 
and | want to be heard.” 

Not inconspicuously, a second screen- 
ing, planned for two days later, was canceled, 


orn July 13, 1928, Bob Crane broke 
into radio in his native Connecti- 
cut, and eventually hit it big in Los 


Angeles, where he became the city’s top-rated 
morning disc jockey in the late 1950s and early 
19608. Parlaying his radio success into an act- 
ing career, Crane made guest appearances on 
The Dick Van Dyke Show, and had a regular role 
on The Donna Reed Show. |n 1965, he became a 
bona fide TV star with the debut of Hogan’s 
Heroes, in which he starred as the crafty leader 
of a ragtag group of WWII soldiers being held 
captive in a Nazi prison camp. When the show, 
which earned Crane two Emmy nominations, 
was canceled after six seasons, he continued to 
work in television and films, although never 
with the same success as Hogan’s. Eventually, 
to make ends meet, he toured the country 
doing dinner theater. 

Crane and his first wife, Ann, with whom 
he had a son and two daughters, were married 
in 1948. They divorced in 1970, shortly after 
which he married Patricia, on the set of 
Hogan’s Heroes. Throughout both marriages, 
Crane, reputed to have been unusually well- 
endowed, was an assiduous philanderer who 
not only enjoyed dalliances with other women, 
but liked to keep visual records of them. He 
began with photographs and home movies, 

and moved on to videotape when he was

two men were ever involved sexually. 

In the early-morning hours of June 29, 
1978, in Scottsdale, Arizona, where Crane was 
appearing in the play Beginner’s Luck, some- 
one entered his apartment, bludgeoned him to 
death, tied an electrical cord around his neck 
for good measure, and fled the scene. 
Although any number of irate husbands and 
boyfriends of Crane’s conquests probably 
wanted him dead, Carpenter quickly became a 
prime suspect. According to one theory, he was 
angry and despondent because Crane wanted 
to end their association. Scotty Crane suggests 
that his father broke from Carpenter because 
his parents, who had separated and initiated 
divorce proceedings, were in the process of 
reconciling, and Crane had begun seeing a psy- 
chiatrist about his sexual obsession, and for 
showing Scotty pornographic pictures of him- 
self from the time Scotty was a toddler. (Crane 
was notoriously open about sharing his 
“hobby,” and reportedly shocked such friends 
as Carroll O’Connor and John and Patty Duke 
Astin with his photo and video handiwork.) 

“| started seeing a psychiatrist with him 
right before he was killed,” says Scotty. “He 
was going to one privately, and | was going to 
one privately, and then we had this group one 
for just him and me, because he really wanted 
to get over this.” 

Although police discovered a small 
amount of blood matching Crane’s blood type, 
found in only one in seven people, in Carpen- 
ter’s rental car, analysis was inconclusive, and 
the video voyeur walked. Carpenter was finally 
tried in 1994, after cops and prosecutors came 
across a photograph of what appeared to be a 
tiny lump of human tissue, presumed to be 
Crane’s, on the door of Carpenter's rental car. In 
the end, however, he was acquitted due to lack 
of evidence and charges of police misconduct. 
Carpenter, who had plenty of skeletons in his 
closet (in 1992 he was put on probation after 
pleading no contest to charges of fondling a 10- 
year-old girl), died of a heart attack in 1998, at 
age 70, effectively ensuring that Crane’s murder 
will forever remain a mystery, 


eyond his charges of factual inac- 
curacy, some of Scotty Crane’s acri- 
mony toward Auto-Focus also 


stems from the fact that he and his mother, 
with a writer named Johnny Seattle, had writ- 
ten their own Bob Crane screenplay, to be titled 
Take Off Your Clothes and Smile or F-Stop, and 
were preparing to shop it around Hollywood, 
when they heard about Auto-Focus, which was 
originally developed at Propaganda Films. 
Asked how the scripts differ, he says that his 
presents “the truth. And you know what, it’s 
not that pretty. But at this point | don’t even 
care about that script except for the fact that 
[Propaganda] wouldn’t even read it.” 


When Propaganda Films went out of 
business in late 2001, Auto-Focus, which stars 
Greg Kinnear as Crane and Willem Dafoe as 
Carpenter, landed at Sony Classics. According 
to Scotty Crane, neither company responded 
to his persistent attempts to contact them. It 
was not until the film was well into production 
that he and his wife were invited to Los Ange- 
les by Schrader, who by that time had signed 
on as director and rewritten the original 
screenplay by Michael Gerbosi, which was 
based on the book The Murder of Bob Crane, 
by true-crime author Robert Graysmith. 

Schrader says that he was advised not to 
speak with Scotty precisely because Scotty 
had a script. “I got caught in this box, which 
is, if you talk to him, he will claim you have 
stolen his script,” says Schrader. “And that 
was the initial legal advice that made me stay 
away from him. Once | was shooting, and had 
a script in place, and had not read his script, 
that was not so much of a concern.” 

In retrospect, however, “I should not 
have taken the advice to stay away from him,” 
he goes on. “I should have tried to finesse it. 
But even saying that, | don’t think, knowing 
this man, that there was any peaceable mid- 
dle ground in his makeup. | don’t think he is 
constitutionally able to come to peace with 
something that isn’t the way he wants it. It 
could have been handled a lot better on both 
sides, but | don’t know if the outcome would 
have been any different.” 

As for barring Scotty from the screening, 
he says, “Scotty has already gone public with 
his antagonism toward me and the project—he 
has gone on Howard Stern, and so forth. He 
also, shall we say, has some issues, and he 
would have heckled in that screening. So we 
didn’t really have a choice.” 

Of his initial meeting with Schrader, at the 
Chateau Marmont hotel, which started at five in 
the afternoon and lasted until four in the morn- 
ing, Scotty says, “It was bizarre. It became very 
drunken, and at different points in the night we 
were screaming at each other. Literally standing 
chest to chest, and pointing at each other, and 
I’m saying— because Paul is overweight, and 
here he is, drinking vodka and smoking, even 
though he had quit years before—‘Paul, you’d 
better sit down, or that bacon is going to hit 
your heart, man.’ He was turning red in the face, 
and he’d realize that | was right, and he’d sit 
down and try to compose himself.” 

Schrader concedes that things occasional- 
ly grew heated. “Scotty gets volatile. And aftera 
while, if you have enough drinks, and some- 
body starts yelling at you, you tend to yell back 
at them. But there was someone representing 
the legal concerns of the film, one of the pro- 
ducers, Trevor Macy, there the whole time. His 
wife Michelle was there, too. | didn’t want to be 
in the room just with him, where anything could 


be misrepresented at a future date.” 

“Paul was getting kind of drunk and kind 
of loose,” says Scotty, “and he was getting real- 
ly proud of showing us some of the footage. And 
suddenly we were Seeing scenes that were 
never in the script that we read. There was one 
scene where my mom was being really violent 
to my dad—and there was a reason for it not to 
be in the script that | read, because | would get 
really upset about it, because it’s inaccurate. 
And I’m like, ‘This wasn’t in the script,’ and he 
was like, ‘Yes it was!’ And he grabbed the script 
out of my hands—the script that he had sent 
me—and said, ‘It’s right here, on page 96!’ And 
my script went from page 95 to page 97. He shot 
a look at Trevor Macy, and Trevor just turned his 
head and looked away. And Paul threw the 
script across the room and left the room. Like, 
obviously he asked Trevor to send me a script, 
and Trevor went in and removed some scenes 
he thought | might get upset about.” 

“| remember that,” says Schrader. “There 
was a page missing. And of course, when | was 
showing him dailies, things happen. Things 
are rewritten in rehearsals, or on the set. But 
there weren’t any scenes that weren’t in the 
script. | showed him the scene that made ref- 
erence to a fight where Patty coldcocked him 
with a videotape, and he had stitches on his 
lip; it’s all a matter of police record. That may 
not have been in the script; that may have 
been added in rehearsals. But he thought we 
had intentionally put these things in the script 
so that we could slip by him.” 

Scotty, who eventually made one visit to 
the set, goes on to say that he was offered 
money and a role in the film if he would sign a 
release stating that he would not take legal 
action, to which Schrader says, “First of all, | 
don’t need his signature. He was seven years 
old at the time. | need his mom’s signature. | 
had given Bobby Crane a role in the film, so | 
told Scotty | had another role. He had said yes, 
then called the next day and said that he didn’t 
think it would be right to be in the movie 
because he hadn’t really come to terms with 
whether he wanted to give it that seal of 
approval. And as far as money is concerned, | 
offered him the same thing we gave Bobby, 
which isn’t much—20 grand. He said that was 
all right, he wasn’t in it for the money; he said 
all he wanted was the same thing his half- 
brother was getting, because that was only fair. 
And | said, ‘You’re right, that’s only fair.’” 

According to Scotty, however, when he 
was offered a role and money, “I said, ‘No, 
you need to change the movie—which 
[Schrader] refused to do. | was like, ‘Okay, if 
you refuse to change the movie, I’ll make sure 
that Sony’s insurance policy makes you 
change the movie, because they’re not going 
to want to risk a lawsuit. | think it’s really lazy 
of anyone to do a movie about someone’s life 
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and not talk to their family.” 

But Schrader did talk to Crane’s family— 
his family from his first marriage. Particularly 
close to the production was Bobby Crane, who 
began calling himself Bob Crane, Jr. after his 
father’s death, and served as a consultant on the 
project. The name change has never sat well 
with Scotty, who steadfastly declares that, 
“there is no Bob Crane, Jr.” 

In a 2001 New York Daily News story, when 
asked about Scotty’s efforts to publish his photo 
book, Bobby said, “I think it’s despicable.” Scot- 
ty dismisses this as hypocrisy, pointing out that 
in 1979, Bob Crane, Jr. wrote a story titled “He 
was an All-American hero, a sex fiend, a corpse, 
my father...and my best friend,” for an adult 
magazine called Partners, featuring such remi- 
niscences as, “He had tapes of women in every 
major city blowing him off, sucking licking, 
creaming, coming, fucking, smiling. No shitting 
or pissing, though. Sorry, you feces and urine 
fans.” (The story is reprinted at BobCrane.com.) 

“You have to understand how opposed 
these people are,” says Schrader. “The first 
Robert Crane thinks that Scotty is illegitimate 
and that Scotty’s mother is a potential murder 
suspect. The second Robert Crane—Scotty— 
thinks that Robert is illegitimate, and that he is 
a potential murder suspect. Scotty thinks that 
[Richard] Dawson and Carpenter were lovers. 
This is really scurrilous stuff. And so there’s no 
middle ground in this Jerry Springer world of 
the extended Crane family.” 

In addition to Bobby, another Hogan’s 
Heroes progeny was also a technical advisor 
on the film: Mark Dawson, son of Richard 
Dawson, and a close friend of Carpenter’s for 
many years. Dawson, who was six when he 
first met Carpenter, 17 at the time of the mur- 
der, and in his early thirties when Carpenter 
went to trial, shadowed Carpenter through 
the entire legal process, and knows the 
details of the Crane murder chapter and verse 
(“In Arizona, Carpenter was O.J. and | was A.C. 
Cowlings,” he laughs). He has written a book 
about the case, titled Full Exposure, and pro- 
duced a documentary, titled The Good Time 
Guys, both of which should be available later 
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RATINGS WAR HERO; Crane as Col. Robert 
Hogan on Hogan’s Heroes, Greg Kinnear as 
Crane as Hogan in Auto-Focus, 


this year. He has also launched a Web site of 
his own, MarkDawson.net. 

Dawson says he harbors no animosity 
toward Scotty, but does question his knowl- 
edge on the subject of his father’s life and 
death: “Bobby has a lot more information and 
knowledge about the murder, and John and 
Bob’s relationship, than Scotty does, and I’ve 
said this to Scotty. | said, ‘With all due respect, 
and I’m not trying to put you down, but you 
were seven years old when this happened. And 
everything that you know, or have learned, has 
either come from tabloids, newspapers, and 
magazines—which are notoriously inaccu- 
rate—or your mom’s version of things.’ And his 
mom only knew so much, since for quite a long 
time she was also a suspect in the case.” (Patri- 
cia and Bob had a heated telephone argument 
shortly before he was killed.) 

To Dawson, it is not Crane’s sons, but 
rather his daughters, who may have been hurt 
the most. “Not only did their father leave them 
when they were very young, and remarry and 
have another family, but then they had to find 
out all of the seedy stuff about their dad’s sexu- 
al obsession. And then, just when it almost van- 
ished amid the Tommy Lee and Pamela 
Anderson, and Rob Lowe, and Chuck Berry 
videos, and society seemed to say, ‘Well, that’s 
not really such a big deal anymore,’ Scotty 
opens a Web site hawking their dad’s photos 
and videos on the Internet for money.” 

“Scotty saved me a fortune last fall,” 
says Schrader. “I had never seen Bob's porn, 
and | was really banging my head against the 
wall because | had no idea how to shoot the 
stuff, because | had no idea how hardcore it 
was. We would have paid Scotty a lot of 
money just to look at that. And then, lo and 
behold, there it was for $3.95.” 

Schrader’s research has resulted in an 
absorbing study of a downward spiral that 
balances grim drama with a surprising 
amount of humor. "This stuff is kind of per- 
verse," he says, “but it's comic. What | like 
most about the film is that it skims the sur- 
face of a superficial guy and at one point— 
boom!—you're in the deep end of the pool, 


and the lights are off." 

While it is understandable that Scotty 
wants to ensure factual accuracy where his 
parents’ lives are concerned, he cannot deter- 
mine whether any defamation has occurred 
until he sees the film. And therein lies part of 
his problem. There is still no telling whether 
these, or any other contentious facts he may 
have read in the script, will make the final cut. 
Furthermore, even if he decides to sue, legal 
precedent is not in his favor. Celebrities tradi- 
tionally have far fewer legal protections than 
private citizens, and dead celebrities have 
fewer still. Still, Scotty remains hopeful. Texas, 
Georgia and Washington State have passed 
laws granting greater protection to celebrities, 
he says, which, if he were to win a court case, 
could keep the film out of video-rental chains 
and complicate future Internet sales. 

Schrader, for his part, does not seem 
worried. "| changed a lot of things," he says. 
"When you have a corporation like Sony, with 
millions and millions of dollars of assets, they 
go through everything legally, with a fine- 
tooth comb." 

The facts of Bob Crane's life may be in dis- 
pute, but there is no disputing that a biopic is 
not a documentary, and generally speaking, 
issues of factual accuracy take a back seat to 
the film in question’s ability to connect with 
audiences. If a movie works, the average viewer 
doesn’t really care whether every detail has 
been vetted by family members and lawyers. 
Case in point: A Beautiful Mind. For all of the 
controversy surrounding the film, it still took 
home four Oscars, including Best Picture. 

Coincidentally, A Beautiful Mind has 
another peripheral connection to Auto-Focus. 
Russell Crowe, who starred as schizophrenic 
Nobel Laureate John Nash, is scheduled to 
topline a movie version of Hogan’s Heroes from 
A Beautiful Mind producer Brian Grazer. “I’m 
actually pretty excited about that,” Scotty says 
on his Web site. “It sounds fun, and obviously 
Hogan’s Heroes is pure fiction, so we won’t 
have the same issues there. Anyway, I’ve heard 
that Russell Crowe has been ‘endowed’ with 
some of same talent my father had.” *

"~~ Stevens is the star of this moment. And she looks rather nice, pos- 
r (a | ing for you by the window, in the study, on the beach, upstairs, 
SD " downstairs, stepping in and out of a fine selection of denim and 
leather. She is a model, an actress, doing that sexy, pouty, come-hither thing 
she learned to do so well as a Playboy centerfold not so very long ago. But 
things are different now. She is not naked. And she is not alone. 

Never far away is a sleepy teenage girl, here to baby-sit the boy with the 
heavy-metal name: Jaxon, a mere six months old, square-jawed and still tiny. He 
is at the center of this universe, even at Miss Carrie’s first modeling session since 
giving birth as an unexpectedly single mother. And he already has an agent. 

We are on the narrow beach of Malibu, California, in a three-level brick 
house loaned to her by a couple of friends who are away for the weekend. And 
Stevens is slowly returning to a career that only seriously began after appearing 
in Playboy in 1997. That led to paying gigs on television, in movies and in music 
videos, from Beverly Hills 90210 to jobs as a guest host on E! Television. Then 
came a momentous, if small part in last year’s Mark Wahlberg film Rock Star. 

But at the beginning of the ‘gos, she was content to be a rock star’s girl- 
friend, spending her free days on the road with drummer Eric Carr of KISS. She 
was an actress even then, winning the occasional part in a Lexus commercial, 
but usually opted for the KISS tour bus over casting calls and other paths to act- 
ing glory. Then Carr died of cancer, leaving her alone at 22 to make sense of a 
sudden collision of love and loss, and later of renewed purpose and recovery. 

There were others, men like crooner Enrique Iglesias or Friends star Matt 
LeBlanc, the first short-haired guy she’d ever been with, and still a struggling 
actor when they first met. Athletes, actors, musicians. Famous people, long- 
distance relationships. For a moment, there was even tabloid TV fodder that 
she was breaking up Hugh Hefner’s marriage: Next Up: The younger Playmate 
that stole Hef’s heart! Not true, but a rumor that gave Hef some ideas in the 
months after his separation, a man just two years younger than Carrie’s own 
grandma. “He has been so good to me,” she says now of Hefner. “I actually 
regret not taking him up onit.” 

Look at Carrie Stevens now and she again looks the part of 
Playmate/model/actress/etc. But back in January, the scene is much differ- 
ent. She is not the svelte figure strutting in front of your camera. She is nine 
months pregnant and alone. Jaxon’s delivery is just days away, but the boy’s 
father, Rock Star director Stephen Herek and Miss Carrie are no longer a cou- 
ple. Herek is far away. Out of touch. 

“It’s been hard, but I’m very strong, I’ve been through a lot,” she says, sit- 
ting in her house, with the white picket fence and a baby’s room ready for use, 
deep in the hills of Los Angeles. “I have definitely sowed my oats and had a lot 
of fun, and I’m ready to be a mom. | think | was craving something more mean- 
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ingful in my life.” 

She grew up in Hardwick, Massachu- 
setts, on a farm with chickens, pigs and 
goats, and where she collected the eggs 
every morning before school. Stevens was 
also a teenager with an unhealthy obses- 
sion with David Lee Roth, dreaming mainly 
of becoming a VJ on MTV. 

At 17 she moved to Memphis, briefly 
got acne, and dabbled in modeling on run- 
ways and trade shows. A snapshot from 
November 1987 captures her right before 
her life was about to change. She is with 
some girlfriends, sipping a drink in a tight 
pink skirt, a shiny low-cut top, and big ‘80s 
hair. The girls were on their way to see KISS. 

In those days, Stevens knew lots of 
girls interested in meeting rock bands, tar- 
geting all the big metal acts of the day: 
Motley Criie, Whitesnake, Ratt, Bon Jovi. 
“These girls were hardcore,” she remem- 
bers. “They knew the hotels that the bands 
were going to stay at. They would drive 
around and see where the tour buses were 
parked outside, hang out in the lobby bar. 
They knew the strip joints the bands would 
hang out at. Some of them had sex with 
Motley Criie.” 

After the concert, a friend called 
Stevens to say KISS was stuck in Memphis a 
few extra days, and staying at the Peabody 
Hotel. Soon enough, Carrie herself was 
meeting Eric Carr in the lobby bar. KISS was 
a different band in 1987. Though Carr had 
been at the tail end of the makeup era, 
replacing Peter Criss at the beginning of the 
decade, this was a new band with a new pop 
metal image, and “Lick It Up” was the signa- 
ture tune. Before KISS, Carr was fixing 
stoves with his dad and playing in a garage 
band. Not anymore. Stevens fell for him that 
night. The 19-year age difference didn’t 
seem to matter. “I didn’t know if it was the 
Long Island iced teas that | drank or if there 
was something there,” she says. 

Carrie Stevens eventually became part 
of the KISS universe, joining Carr in Los 
Angeles during the recording of the band’s 
Hot in the Shade album. “We did the regular 
rock star stuff,” she says. “I used to have sex 
with him in the bathroom at the recording 
studio. He was a very sexual guy. We had sex 
at least three times a day.” 

They were a couple, making big plans 
and encouraging each other in their careers. 
When Stevens got her first TV commercial in 
1990, Carr made sure everyone watched. 
Then a tumor was discovered on Carr’s 
heart. It was cancerous, and Stevens stayed 
with him in New York to help him through 
chemotherapy. They did the usual cancer 
ward arts and crafts to kill time. When his 
beloved long hair fell out from the radiation, 


she tied his remaining strands into a braid. 
They wore matching bandanas. 

“Weird memories | have from that 
time. | wouldn’t trade it for anything, even 
though | had no business at 22 having to 
go through something so horrible,” she 
says. “That was closest | had ever been to 
anyone. You just know true love when you 
stand by somebody through that.” 

The cancer spread to his lungs. But in 
some ways, Carr seemed more concerned 
about losing his place in the band. During 
his treatment, KISS hired a drummer for 
some new recording sessions, and Stevens 
still remembers his anguished phone calls 
to Los Angeles. And then, after three 
chemo sessions, the cancer seemed to be 
fading away. Carr traveled to L.A. in time to 
appear in a video for KISS’s “God Gave 
Rock and Roll to You” and a surprise party 
in his honor. Things seemed to be return- 
ing to a happy norm. 

When Carr returned home to New 
York, he called Stevens, and without say- 
ing hello asked, “Will you marry me?” 

She laughed. 

“Why are you laughing at me?” 

“Because you are not serious.” 

Within days, she got a call from KISS 
guitarist Bruce Kulick: Eric was in a coma. A 
brain hemorrhage. When he finally awoke in 
the hospital, Carrie was there. But he was 
paralyzed on his left side, and he couldn’t 
speak. In those final days, she helped take 
care of him, putting headphones on him 
with his favorite music, brushing his teeth, 
anything. He died on Nov. 24, 1991. 

For years, Stevens was angry at KISS, 
for what she interpreted as an abandonment 
of Carr during his illness. “| somehow had to 
blame somebody, and it was easy to blame 
them, because they were still at the top,” 
she says now. “And | didn’t have Eric any- 
more. | actually hated them so much that | 


used to pray for them. | would pray for them 
to find love in their lives. 

“It worked. It melted away all my bad 
feelings towards them. And then over the 
years I’ve bumped into them here and there, 
and in my own journey after many years, I’ve 
been able to look back and say, ‘Carrie, he 
was very sick. He was dying. He wasn’t in 
any shape to play the drums anymore.” 

She thought about returning to Mem- 
phis and going back to school. But she decid- 
ed not to forget the career Carr had long 
encouraged. Stevens focused again on her 
acting, paying her bills as a cocktail waitress, 
moving to New York to study acting in a seri- 
ous way, even cutting her hair. She did a few 
plays, a recurring role on the daytime soap 
Days of Our Lives. Then came an unexpect- 
ed revelation: Playboy magazine. 

Now she was 27. And this was when 
Pamela Anderson was huge, Jenny McCarthy 
a popular, rising actress. Carmen Elektra 
wasn’t far behind. They had all been in Play- 
boy. And Stevens remembered an intimate 
conversation with Carr. “He had these mir- 
rors all over his bedroom in New York. And | 
remember laying with him naked, and he 
told me | had one of those bodies, like one of 
those girls in the magazines. | was too shy to 
ask about it then. But he encouraged me. He 
said he would be proud.” 

Posing nude turned out to be easy for 
her, and she was quickly accepted by the 
magazine as a Playmate. There were parties 
at the Mansion, trips abroad, famous 
boyfriends, auditions, interviews, more pic- 
tures for the magazine, acting opportunities. 

When she heard of a casting call for a 
film to be set in the metal ‘80s, Stevens put 
on leopard pants and her KISS Hot in the 
Shade leather tour jacket. She got the part of 
a rock star’s wife. And for her, the movie 
would be more than another acting gig, but a 
personal flashback to another time. “I was 
so happy on that set,” she 
says. “That whole era for me 
ended very sadly, just when 
all that grunge shit came in and 
Eric died. The party was over. It was 
a really beautiful thing for me to be on 
the set of Rock Star for a month.” 

The relationship with the film’s director 
did not survive, and she skipped the Rock 
Star premiere, by then already pregnant and 
showing. But now that she has Jaxon, things 
somehow make sense, with a life and career 
put in unforeseen perspective. She wants to 
work, but these days spends most of her 
nights at home. And as the big photo ses- 
sion in Malibu comes to a close, she says her 
good-byes amid the cleaning up and fading 
sunlight. Before she leaves, Carrie does the 
dishes herself. Domestic bliss at last. * 


Dishing with the Demon. 


GENE SIMMONS: Where were you born? 
CARRIE STEVENS: In Buffalo, New York, but we 
moved to Massachusetts when I 
was a year old. I stayed there till I was 17. 
GENE: What happened at 17? 
CARRIE: She'll kill me for saying this, but it’s true. My 
mom kicked me out of the house. I was a little bit wild. 
There was nothing to do in a small town, and I was doing 
bad things. I don’t blame her for making me go away. 
GENE: Tell us about those bad things. 
CARRIE: I had an older boyfriend. He was 22 and I 
was 17. 
GENE: Is that how you lost your virginity? 
CARRIE: No, that was before that, with a different guy. 
GENE: Tell us about the first time. 
CARRIE: | was 14, and I think he was 18 or 19. Looking 
back, it was just horrible. I was in my bedroom at my 
house, and my family was sitting in the living room, 
which was right next to my bedroom. They were all 
watching TV thinking we were in there being innocent 
”. because he promised my mother that he would never do 
that to me because I was too special. And I don’t know 
why she believed him, but she did. So he was going 
there, and I said, “I thought you said that you would 
never do that with me.” And he said, “I love you so 
much, I want to share everything with you.” And I fell for 
it. But it wasn’t any explosive experience. I didn’t know 
what I was doing. I didn’t have an orgasm until I was 21. 
It really wasn’t until Eric [Carr] that I appreciated sex. He 
like forced me to have an orgasm. 
GENE: How did you get your first orgasm? 
CARRIE: When Eric was recording with you guys in 
L.A., we stayed at his place. And how can I put it? He 
just like went down on me until my heart was pound- 
ing. It was like an out-of-body experience. From then 
on, it was easy all the time. 
GENE: So what does the small-town girl think when 
she actually gets to L.A. with the rock star? 
CARRIE: It’s like my life was charmed. I don’t really 
want to name too many names, but I’ve either dated 
or been asked out by every person whose poster hung 
on my walls when I was a teenager. 
GENE: Such as? 
CARRIE: I never went out with them, but Billy Idol, 
Sylvester Stallone, David Lee Roth. 
GENE: Who have you gone out with? 
CARRIE: I had a three-year friendship with Enrique 
Iglesias. It was kind of fun. 
GENE: How was he as a lover? 
CARRIE: I can teach any man to be a good lover. 
GENE: And are you still friends? 
CARRIE: I was in it for the sex. 
GENE: Who else? 
CARRIE: | fell madly in love with a married football 
player, but I can’t tell you his name, for obvious reasons. 
GENE: Some people think that marriage is a barrier 
that shouldn't be broken. 
CARRIE: If I were married, it would be a barrier for 
me. But not at the time I got involved with him. I 
thought, What the hell, I’m having fun, I’m not 
hurting anyone, and I don’t want him to leave his 
family. That was the first week, and then I fell in 
love with him, and that’s when I knew why you 
don’t date married men. Because when you fall in 
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love with them, it’s living hell. When you see them it’s won- 
derful, but when they leave, you’re just something for them 
to feel guilty about. I knew I was doing that to him, and I 
didn’t like that feeling. I just wanted to be something good 
in his life. Incidentally, I heard he and his wife just broke up, 
so I just may look that one up. He’s the only guy I’ve dated, 
really. I had an eight-year friendship with Matt LeBlanc, 
incidentally. 

GENE: Where did you meet Matt? 

CARRIE: I met him at a club in L.A. called Roxbury, before 
he was famous. It was right after Eric died. I was wearing a 
Kiss jacket, and I took it off and put it on a bar stool, and 
some girl tried to steal it, and Matt got it back for me. Then 
he bought me a shot. That began our friendship. 

GENE: He took you home that night? 

CARRIE: Yeah, but we didn’t have sex. 

GENE: And you left that same night? 

CARRIE: No. I left in the morning. 

GENE: You stayed in somebody’s place you just met, but 
you didn’t have sex? 

CARRIE: No. 

GENE: He didn’t try? 

CARRIE: Uh, yeah, he tried. 

GENE: You didn’t want to? 

CARRIE: I just met him that night. It’s just not something I 
generally do. 

GENE: Are you still friends? 

CARRIE: Yeah, but I haven't seen him in years. He’s engaged. 
Thaven’t hung out with him since he met his fiancée. 

GENE: Who else did you date? 

CARRIE: Well, after Meg Ryan and Dennis Quaid broke up, 
I dated him. Only for a few weeks or so. [Playmate] Victoria 
Silvstedt and I were on a plane, and he was on our flight. He 
was still married to Meg Ryan at the time. We were trying to 
flirt with him and get his attention. We were bored. It was a 
long flight. He fell asleep and didn’t even look at us. Two 
years later I bumped into him at a Halloween party at the 
Playboy Mansion, and I said, “Who invited you here, any- 
way?” And he said, “Hef.” And I said, “No, he didn’t, I did.” 
Because I had, on the airplane two years earlier. He called 
the next day, and we began dating. He’s a nice guy. We went 
horseback riding.

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hese days, Nikki Sixx may be taking his lighter to 
menthol cigarettes instead of a heroin spoon, but 
when he screams up in his silver convertible Corvette 
with rock music blaring, black hair spiked and his body 
fully tattooed, there’s no mistaking Métley Criie’s main 
songwriter and hit-making machine. With over 30 million 
records sold, you know all the tunes. You’ve watched every 
stripper on the planet writhe around poles to “Girls, Girls, 
Girls,” you still shake the dust off your air guitar for “Shout at 
the Devil,” and if you don’t get a lump in your throat every 
time you hear the epic “Home Sweet Home,” you're officially 
a heartless bastard. From the mid-’80s to the late-’90s, the 
Criie had six studio records, all of which charted in the Top 
20. To put this in perspective, around the same time period 
Guns N’ Roses had three albums reach top-20 status, Aero- 
smith charted five, and Van Halen had four. 

Now Sixx is writing for bands outside of the Criie, 
and together with songwriting partner James Michael, he 
is hurling out hits for the likes of Meatloaf, Blondie, 
Tantric and Saliva, with tunes also sent to Faith Hill and 
Backstreet Boys. Josey Scott, singer of Saliva (remember 
last year’s insanely hooky hit “Click Click Boom”?) called 
Sixx from upstate New York, where the band are record- 
ing “Rest in Pieces,” a song Sixx and Michael wrote for 
Saliva’s third record, Back Into Your System, due in Octo- 
ber on Island Records. 


Josey Sixx! Did you get that fucking Harley? 

Nikki | did, yeah. There’s a fucking crazy thing on the bike, 
man; it has a big “NA” [Narcotics Anonymous] painted on 
the side of it. So I’ll be driving down the street all tattooed 
up with “I’m a drug addict” painted on the side, which is 
kinda cool. 

Josey That’s gnarly, dude. | love that. You’ve been an idol of 
mine since | was 12 years old. | went on my first date in sixth 
grade, and we exchanged Valentine’s gifts, and the girl’s gift 
to me was Shout at the Devil. It changed my whole life. From 
watching my mother rip your posters off my wall and throw 
them into the furnace, to being fortunate enough to become 
one of your—| like to think—close friends. 

Nikki Absolutely. 

Josey Itis an overwhelming privilege for me, and | want the 
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world to know that. 

Nikki Oh, man, well, thank you. 

Josey Myself, and everyone here at my label, 
are so about “Rest in Pieces.” It’s such a smash, 
dude! You can listen to it sideways, backwards 
and frontwards, and it’s stilla smash. 

Nikki How does it fit with the rest of the record? 
Josey It fits beautifully because this is amore 
emotional record for us. Every Six Seconds was 
a taste of that, and this album is a big fat plate 
of that. It’s really honest and unforgiving. What 
did you have in mind when you wrote “Rest in 
Pieces” for me? 

Nikki James and | didn’t want to try and make it 
“Saliva,” because no one can do that better than 
you guys, So we wrote a tune we knew that you 
could turn into yoursong. You guys are more 
song-oriented in a lot of ways than other bands. 
Josey It’s all about the song for us. At the end of 
the day, | think that we both understand that 
songwriting is not rocket science, and we know 
when it hits in the fucking face and when it 
doesn’t. 

Nikki Songs can be interpreted in a lot of differ- 
ent ways. For instance, “Home Sweet Home” 
could have an underbelly electronic approach 
as well as a country approach. Speaking of 
country, you're in the sticks out at Bearsville 
Studios? There’s really nothing to do there but 
just focus on the music, right? 

Josey Yeah, and feed deer, and fucking run around 
and figure out howto kill’em and cook’em. 
Nikki[Laughs.] You are a redneck! Go do your 
thing, go kick some ass. Bye, brother. 


Sixx hangs up the phone and saunters 
around James Michael's ProTools studio. It is per- 
haps characteristic of the now sober Sixx that he 
wants to give credit where it’s due. “Meeting 
James was like finding a diamond inthe rough,” 
says the rocker. “I was always writing songs fora 
specific vehicle—Matley Criie. | had to thinkin the 
vocal range, the guitar style and it was very much 
me, but at the same time | was feeling frustrated 
that | couldn’t push by the Motley Criie thing. So| 
write for Motley Crile, love that; but in meeting 
James, | finally found a partner to cover a lot of dif- 
ferent bases. Together it’s almost like, I’m the 
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mess and he’s meticulous. We're the odd couple!” 

Michael laughingly concurs. “Whether 
Nikki is writing a hit song, or just sitting there 
smoking a cigarette and debating whether he 
should put blue flames, or a skull and cross- 
bones on the hood of his car,” he proffers, “his 
mind is constantly spewing out lines and phras- 
es you swear will end up in a book of proverbs. 
I’ve never met anyone whose normal speech 
and thought process is as lyrical as Nikki’s. He’s 
as brilliant as he is insane.” 

Ex-Matley Criie drummer Tommy Lee 
agrees. “Nikki has a special talent with words!” 
he says, calling in from the road, where he’s out 
on tour. “I’ve never really seen anyone just pick 
up paper and pen and spit words out like crazy. 
We always had a blast writing together, always 
tried to make the tunes as badass as possible.” 

Sixx muses that Métley Criie never really 
had a writing partnership; it was more of a gang 
mentality, with opinions that came out in guitar 
licks and on paper. “I, being the most opinion- 
ated member of the band,” he says, laughing, 
“had the most to say.” 

Back in his songwriting present, Sixx also 
wrote a track with Tantric singer Hugo Ferriera. 
Grinning, he describes the song as “Tantric on 
steroids. One of my things is that | hear the verse, 
and | want it to be the chorus, | hear the chorus, | 
want it to be the chorus on steroids, and when 
the chorus is over, | don’t want to go back toa 
verse, | wantit to go to the post-chorus.” Ferriera 
takes a break from shopping fora house in 
Louisville, Kentucky, to say, “Nikki really knows 
how to blend the balls of heavy metal with the 
catchiness that everyone wants to sing along to.” 

Behind the metal bombast, there’s a sensi- 
tivity in Sixx’s work. “Nikki’s a soulful lyric writer, 
and avery melodic music writer,” says John 
Koladner, A&R guru and the man behind the rise 
of Aerosmith and other big rock bands, “which is 
really critical for commercial success.” 

It seems, then, that Sixx has only begun to 
scratch the surface. “It is exciting for me and 
James,” he says. “Because we've just started 
getting the fact that being songwriters isn’t 
something that just kinda happens, it’s now 
something that we do!” *

depression. By the 1940s, advertisers were using breasts to 
promote and influence everything from common household 
items to cars. Buxom movie stars like Jane Russell dominat- 
ed the screen, and by the 1950s, big breasts were mandato- 
ry if you wanted to become a Hollywood sex symbol. 

In 1953, Hugh Hefner published the first edition of 
Playboy magazine, with the voluptuous Marilyn Monroe 
as his nude centerfold, marking the beginning of breast- 
mania for adolescent boys everywhere. And for 50 years 
since, Playboy has carefully maintained that va-va-voom 
image. The ongoing demand for breast implants, despite 
the risks the procedure entails, makes it clear that 
today’s ideal is still a Playboy centerfold or a Barbie-doll 
figure—both top-heavy. and lusted after, by men. The 
FDA estimates that over two million women have had 
breast implants, primarily to please men. 

Still, this obsession is not a recent phenomenon. 
Breasts have been celebrated, admired and envied through- 
out the ages, as evinced in ancient art and fashion. In 1600 
B.C., there were sculptures of Minoan bare-breasted high 
priestesses. Thereafter, many statues portrayed multi- 
breasted goddesses to signify power. In ancient Egypt, 
women adorned their breasts with primitive paintings and 
added perfumes to attract the opposite sex. They also kept 
their boobs bare so that they could frequently and easily 
suckle their babies. In early Rome and Greece, Nubian 
slaves exposed their busts to please their masters. Greek 
sculptors and Athenian vases frequently depicted exposed 
breasts. Even during the reign of Christianity, around 341 
A.D., when women were forced to wear shapeless fashions, 
art frequently portrayed women with one or more of their 
breasts exposed to signify fertility rather than sexuality. 

In the 14th century, necklines lowered, clothes tight- 
ened and breasts were once again flaunted, to the delight 
of every red-blooded man. During the Renaissance, the 
corset was born, and breasts were pushed up, pushed 
together and molded into firm protruding decorations of 
desire that emphasized them to the max. In 1508, 
Michelangelo was commissioned to repaint the ceiling of 
the Sistine Chapel, which he freely adorned with nudity in 
his portrayal of Adam and Eve. Rembrandt's renowned por- 
trait The Jewish Bride, painted circa 1666, depicts a hus- 
band holding his wife’s left breast as if he is claiming her. 

Inthe 17th century, large breasts were the symbol of 
both erotica and productivity. This was an age of sensual- 
ity, wealth and power, especially in Europe. In 19th centu- 
ry America, female slaves were displayed bare-breasted 
as they were put up for auction because male plantation 
owners judged their worth by the size and firmness of 
their busts. 

Today, breasts are far less sexualized in other non- 
Western cultures, such as certain parts of Asia and Africa, 
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where breasts are not hidden under clothes or exaggerated with 
cleavage. In places like Bali, Indonesia and some parts of China, 
women walk around with them exposed while they work, and it is

My 
friends and | would play: “You be Duff, and I’ll be Axl—and you be you, and 
l’ll be me.” We would kiss and make out, really get into our characters. We 
put on my older sister’s lingerie and danced for each other. Being from 
Rhode Island, Guns N’ Roses were something | had never seen before. 

PD: So how did you get from Rhode Island to Perry Farrell? 

MD: When | got kicked out of boarding school, | came out here because 
L.A. always sounded so fun. By chance, | met these guys who ran a 
nightclub, and | got asked to be the hostess. | met everyone, and got 
invited to every party, and got into every club. In L.A., when you’re 
young and cute and skinny and 18, everybody wants to know you. And 
if he played guitar, it was extra-dreamy. 

PD: How do you feel about being called a “groupie”? 

MD: To me, a groupie really goes and tries for it. | never thought, | am 
going to go and get this man! Except when | was little and said, “I will 
get Duff McKagan!” 

PD: So you were in that world, and that’s how you met rock guys. Just 
like me. 

MD: Rock guys are just fascinating. They can make music. And to me, 
that’s the fucking coolest thing in the world. 

PD: For the most part, groupies are music lovers. 

MD: “Groupie” can be a good word or a bad word, it just depends on 
the spin. Some guy who wanted to be a rock star probably coined it. 

PD: | was doing it before the word existed. 

MD: There are different levels, just like there are different levels of the 
word “asshole.” I’ve called friends “groupie” when they tell me 
debauched bus stories—a girl who will suck everybody’s dick, or fuck 
everybody, including the road crew. 

PD: There are some sad Stories. 

MD: But | understand why these girls want to be close to bands, and that’s 
the only way they can get near them. For me, that’s not what it was. If 
you’re gonna call me a groupie, then I’Il tell you I’m the best. Or at least I’m 
in the top string, because I’ve never gotten on a bus in one city and gotten 
off in another. I’ve never had to have sex with somebody to be in his pres- 
ence. It’s always been a mutual friendship relationship. 

PD: It’s about the music, right? 

MD: | made friends with the guys in Deadsy because of their musical 
taste. A prerequisite for being with me is that you have to love music as 
much as | do—and usually it’s musicians who love music that much. 
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Did something trigger you wanting to meet bands? 

PD: Yeah, when Meet the Beatles came out, | said, “OK. Why not? 
I'll do that.” Captain Beefheart’s cousin went to my high school, 
and Beefheart took me to meet the Stones in ’65. Nobody at Cleve- 
land High believed me. 

MD: | must have come from a very nurturing environment as far as 
self-esteem. | always thought | could have whatever | wanted. 

PD: Some people think groupies have no self-esteem, and put 
themselves into situations to be used and abused. 

MD: Oh, please. | don’t ever feel used. 

PD: You’re known in the music world today as being a “super- 
groupie,” and may even have your own TV show. 

MD: | saw that what | was doing had potential to show what this 
lifestyle is. | wanted Rock Chik to change the word “groupie” from 
such a bad connotation: slut. 

PD: Yeah, it’s like people think you’re going after something better 
than you are, like, “How dare you?” 

MD: My first sexual experience, at 14, was definitely to music— 
U2’s Joshua Tree. Everything I’ve done is to music, so it seems nat- 
ural that I’d want to do it with a musician. | know one that we’ve 
mutually been with. 

PD: Dave Navarro, right? 

MD: Yeah, that’s acoup. 

PD: Dave and | never went all the way, and in his book, he said we 
did. It really pissed me off. We messed around quite a bit, but we 
did not have intercourse. 

MD: | was under the impression that you did. 

PD: That was rude of him. | care about truth and honesty. | never 
told anyone about our intimate liaison. 

MD: People | have slept with have remained my friends, and have 
moved onto new relationships, just like | have. Privacy is impor- 
tant. | have crazy people who see me at shows, and they go, “Oh 
my God!

“Accentuate those hip movements, 
girls,” purrs the instructor, as a string of 
women slink and shimmy toward a wall-sized 
mirror to the beat of Joe Cocker’s “You Can 
Keep Your Hat On.” 

It’s only eight a.m., but apparently it’s 
never too early to don a boa or fuck-me pumps 
when you’re set on tapping in to your sensual 
self. The class is called “The Art of Exotic Danc- 
ing,” and women throughout the nation are 
mastering its techniques to boost confidence 
and strip away their inhibitions. 

A former Baywatch babe who has 
appeared nude in Playboy would hardly seem 
like the type who needs help to overcome shy- 
ness, but even Traci Bingham, who spent three 
red-swimsuited years as a Hasselhoff honey 
during the Donna D’Errico, Gena Lee Nolin and 
Carmen Electra era, and posed for Hef in June 
of 1998, wanted to attend the early-bird ses- 
sion to unleash her inner ecdysiast.

Dockside dreamboat Lux set sail sev- 
eral years ago, but hasn’t come close to 
hitting any icebergs yet. With its ultra-cool 
decoration, cutting-edge music and 
crowds of lithe Lisbon lasses, Lux was 
voted one of the best 35 clubs in the world. 

Founded by Lisbon nightlife guru 
Manuel Reis—who singlehandedly cre- 
ated the scene back in the 1980s —it’s 
the city’s link to the world, musically and 
otherwise. The fact that John Malkovich 
is aco-owner, and sometimes drops by, 
adds to the mystique. Rumors that 
Michelle Pfeiffer has bought a stake 
haven’t hurt, either. 

Name-dropping aside, Lux has 
earned fame in its own right. It’s a club 
in the real sense of the word: some- 
where people come back to again and 
again because they feel at home. It has 
three floors, and three moods: the 
downstairs dance floor, packed with 
hurtling flesh; the second-floor bar, with 
its ultra-relaxed mood; and a heavenly 
roof terrace that’s perfect for an unlit 
late-night clinch, for soaking up stun- 
ning river views on a warm summer’s 
night, or for a dawn chillout. Feeling 
super-Suave? In Portugal you’re expect- 
ed to give a kiss on the cheek to the girls 
you meet. Learn this phrase: “Posso 
beija-la?’ or “Can | kiss you?”

The South African band Seether has obvious- 

ly honed up on its American musical history. 
« The group’s U.S. debut, Disclaimer, is a care- 
ful study in what's been popular on modern- 
rock radio since Nirvana, Alice in Chains and 
Soundgarden added a healthy dose of sludge 
and spite to hard rock. Ten years after North- 
west bands shifted mainstream music for the 
better, bands like Seether sound stuck in their 
wake, treading over ground that’s been cov- 
ered by so many others already (Staind, 
Creed, Nickelback), with few original takes on the 
proven formula. Disclaimer is one manic depressor of 
a mood swing, with frontman Shaun Morgan gruffly 
screaming, “Fuck you for killing me” (“Needles”) 
behind a massive wall of guitar effects one moment, 
and turning into a spurned love victim the next 
(“Driven Under”). “Broken” is the weepiest slow 
song on the disc, with a sullen chorus that could 
make it one for the lighters and Kleenex. The shift 
from self-pitying ballads to rabid aggression adds 
some texture to the disc, and pile-driving riffs on 
tracks like “Fuck It”—a pissed off anthem if 
there ever was one—will most likely flip the 
headbanging switch for the Ozzfest crowd. 
Overall, though, Disclaimer is a by-the-num- 
bers collection of post-grunge patchiness.

This year, for the first time in 20 years, a musi- 
cal—generally referred to as “box-office poison” by 
the film industry—was nominated for an Academy 
Award for Best Picture. The director of that musical, 
Moulin Rouge!, is Baz Luhrmann, a man whose mis- 
sion for the past decade has been to make musical 
cinema work. To that end, he’s releasing The Red 
Curtain Trilogy Box Set on DVD. Spread over five 
discs, it’s an achievement in originality, and 
includes his breakthrough Strictly Ballroom, his 
unconventional adaptation of Romeo and Juliet, and 
Moulin Rouge!

Sent to investigate what went 
wrong, you lead a four-man squad with various skills in 
this Resident Evil-esque survival horror game. But like 
Carpenter's film, which took the classic 50s movie on 
which it was based in new, gruesome directions, this 
also offshoots from the Res Evil action/adventure for- 
mula. Not only do you have to often work with your 
squad to survive, but there are times you might think 
one of them is an alien, and others when they might 
think the same of you. Which makes this sequel-of- 
sorts as freaky as the film. —Paul Semel 


HITMAN 2: SILENT ASSASSIN (Eidos) PlayStation 2, 
Xbox, PC 

Being a hitman certainly has its perks. You travel to 
such exotic locales as Sicily, St. Petersburg, and India, 
meet interesting people—and kill them! The downside 
is that even when you think you're out, something is 
bound to pull you back in, especially if you're a profes- 
sional killer with a streak of loyalty and a sense of jus- 
tice.

air grabs, flips, wall rides, fast plants, vaults, pole 
spins, stalls, skitches), there’s enough meat on these 
bones to guarantee countless hours of thumb-numb- 
ing thrills and spills. And with a split-screen two-player 
mode and a robust park editor that lets you create and 
share your own levels, Aggressive Inline is as much a 
pro as Tony. —Marc Saltzman
